W ith fall approaching, most dogs 
w ill soon shed their ou ter coats 
and grow a new w inter w ardrobe. 
U nder natu ral conditions dogs u su ­ 
ally shed tw ice a y e a r—the u nd er­ 
coat comes off in spring, the ou ter 
coat sheds in fall. As som e breeds 
lose their old ou ter hair, tw o new 
coats grow in as protection against 
the w inter cold. 
The shedding periods v ary in 
length am ong 
breeds 
and 
in­ 
div idu al dogs. In spring, shedding 
m ay last from two to thre e week s: 
in fall it k eeps pace w ith 
the 
growth of new hair, and the period 
m ay be longer. Shedding at the 
tu rn of the season is. of cou rse. 
N atu re's way of equ ipping a dog 
to m eet the changes of te m p eratu re 
in c< mfort. Bu t becau se so m any 
dogs liv e by m an’s way and not by 
N a tu re ’s these day s, their shedding 
tim es frequ ently get off schedu le. 
Som e dogs shed continu ally . O th­ 
ers need their m a ster’s help in 
getting rid of their old coats w hen 
the shedding seasons arriv e. 
Dogs w hich are indoors a lot, o: 
sleep in an ov erheated k ennel or 
a w arm room, will shed some hair 
parctically all the time. And so 
will dogs which aren't perm itted 
enou gh ex ercise. Other reasons for 
I continu al shed ding are u nbalanced 
I diet, illness, and ex cessiv e weight. 
A ccording to McDowell L y nn, one 
of the cou n'ry ’s top au thorities on 
I dog 
anatom y , a dog 
can be ov er- 
; weight withou t appearing to be. If 
! he carries m ore fat than he is ev er 
requ ired to u se—som etim es as lit— 
j tie as 5 per cent too m u ch—the 
doc m ay dev elop an ov er-acid sy s­ 
tem, and sk in trou ble and shedding 
I can resu lt. 
F eeding u nbalanced 
rations is 
one ot the m ajor cau ses of e x ­ 
cessiv e shedding and one of the 
! easiest to correct. A ny of the bet­ 
ter grades of canned dog food, 
| certified by the U. S. D ep artm ent 
of A gricu ltu re as norm al m ain­ 
tenance rations, su pply a balanced 
: diet. N othing need be added. Dry - 
: ty pe 
com m ercial foods, 
su pple- 
j merited by meat. milk , or fats, will 
! also nou rish a dog adequ ately . 
Dogs which spent most of the 
time ou tdoors and lead reasonably 
activ e fiv es can u su ally get throu gh 
the shedding seasons w ithou t need­ 
ing help. The 
others, 
how ev er, 
shou ld come in for a little ex tra 
attention to m ak e su re they shed 
properly w hen they a re su pposed 
to. O w ners can help by ru bbing or 
k neading the dog’s sk in, to loosen 
i the dead hairs, then com bing and 
I bru shing the coat. This shou ld be 
done abou t ev ery other d ay u ntil 
1 the shedding stops.

Ilay Fever 
In many communities through­ 
out the country, people are con­ 
ducting relentless w ar on ragweed, 
trying to stamp out the growth by 
spraying 
it 
w ith 
death-dealing 
chemicals or by cutting down the 
weeds and burning them. 
W hile ragweed is far from pretty 
and adds nothing to the natural 
scenery, efforts to clim ate it are 
not in the interests of beautifying 
the countryside, but of promoting 
the health and comfort of com­ 
munity residents. For ragweed pol­ 
len causes “ fall hay .fever,” one 
of the most widespread of all types 
of hay fever, usually beginning a- 
bout mid-August and lasting un­ 
til the first fall frost. 
H ay fever is an inflammation of 
i the eyes and nasal passages which 
results when the victim is sen­ 
sitive (or allergic) to 
some par­ 
ticular kind of pollen, dust, or 
other substance. Its symptoms in­ 
clude tickling, stuffiness, and a 
w atery discharge in the nasal pas­ 
sages (w hich combine to produce 
the characteristic 
sneezing) and 
redness and an itching sensation 
about the eyes and face. 
There are various types of hay 
fever, most of them caused by pol­ 
len from trees, grasses, or weeds, 
depending on the season of the 
year. W hile ragweed is the chief 
offender in the fall, “ spring hay 
fever” is caused by tree pollen, and 
“ summer hay fever” comes from 
pollen of grasses and weeds like | 
timothy and redtop. 
It would be l ad enoungh if hay 
‘ever meant just annoying sneezes 
and sniffles. But hay fever c a n 1 
also make a sufferer susceptible to 
asthma or infections of the sinuses, 
throat, or bronchial tubes. 
The person 
who suffers 
from 
ay fever, or suspects he has it, 
aid see his doctor without de- 
Besides making the patient 
more comfortable, the doctor can 
help the sufferer ward off asthma 
or other complications. 
H ay fever is an illness, and like 
all illnesses should be diagnosed 
and treated by the doctor— not by 
the victim himself or well-m ean­ 
ing relatives and friends. The doc­ 
tor may be 
able to 
determine, 
through a series of tests, the ex­ 
act substance to which the patient 
is sensitive, or allergic, so that the 
offending agent can be avoided.

For it requires so much of those who assume responsibility to govern 
themselves. There must be self-discipline; there must be the training of youth in disciplined 
living; there must be high dedication to the common good, as over against selfish behaviour. 
A m an w ho liv e s o n ly fo r h im se lf is an a u to cra t an d not a dem ocrat.
